The mili- 
taiy gave few details but 
said the men had not been 
killed by a roadside bomb.

ducting a security patrol 
when the attack occurred,” 
said Brig.-Gen. Denis 
Thompson, who commands 
the Canadian force in 
Afghanistan. “They re¬ 
turned fire, both with small 
arms and they attempted to 
return fire using other as¬ 
sets as well,” he told a news 
conference in Kandahar. 

Thompson said the slain 
soldiers had all been com¬ 
ing to the end of their 
scheduled tours of duty.

“This attack is worri¬ 
some, in the land of sophis¬ 
tication of that attack,” he 
told reporters at a confer¬ 
ence in Banff, Alta. 

“The security situation in 
this campaign season, the 
fighting season, is tough, 
and we are seeing sophisti¬ 
cated capabilities in terms 
of training and proficiency 


of the Taliban,” he said. 

“At the same time, we’re 
learning, we’re adapting 
and tiying to get ahead of 
the Taliban.” 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said the govern¬ 
ment knew Canadian sol¬ 
diers would be in harm’s 
way when Canada joined 
the force in Afghanistan 
seven years ago. 

“We have never told any¬ 
body anything other than 
this is a very dangerous, 
veiy difficult mission,” 
Harper told a televised news 
conference in Windsor, Ont.

Halifax man prepares for second try at 100-day solo endurance test

A Halifax man is preparing 
to sail solo around the 
world in a 100 -day race. 

Derelc Hatfield will 
weather temperatures 
from -10 to plus 40 on the 
Spirit of Canada. In addi¬ 
tion to the physical de¬ 
mands of sailing for more 
than three months in the 
Vendee Globe, Hatfield 
says the psychological 
struggle is paramount. 

“All the skippers are 
mentally tough,” he said 
yesterday. 

He won’t sleep for more 
than 20 minutes at a time, 
as he must constantly 
monitor the boat. 

“Sleep deprivation is a 
disability, so you can’t let 
yourself get deprived,” he 
said. 

He’s done the race be¬ 
fore. In 2003, 60-foot waves 
flipped his yacht during a 
hurricane 80 miles off the 
coast of Cape Hope. 

The boat was thrown up¬ 
side down and the mast

broke off as it dragged un¬ 
derwater. Hatfield was on 
deck and the boat landed 
on him in the water before 
righting itself and drag¬ 
ging him back onboard. 

“It was a near-death ex¬ 


perience,” he recalled 
calmly. “You do what you 
have to do.” 

“The biggest fear is 
falling off the boat,” he 
added, noting he is always 
tied to it. Asked what the 


plan is if he does fall, he 
answers: “You can’t fall off 
the boat. That’s the plan.” 

Skippers have been 
found dragging alongside 
their boats. After making 
the “one way trip” over¬ 


board, they died of expo¬ 
sure. 

Hatfield is sailing to 
France on Monday. The race 
starts there Nov. 9, ending 
in the same spot after cir¬ 
cumnavigating the planet.

From heroes to eternity 

Canada-wide video project visits Halifax to record veterans' stories

Haligonian James 
Dempsey spent 14 months 
fighting in the Korean war. 
During one vicious clash, 
he sprinted into enemy 
fire on the battlefield to 
rescue a shot soldier, earn¬ 
ing himself a medal in the 
process. 

“(The soldier) had been 
shot in the calf so badly 
that his leg was broken,” 
says Randy Young, presi¬ 
dent of Friends of Veterans 
Canada. Dempsey adminis¬ 
tered first aid, saving the 
man’s life. 

“The guy looked him up 
and said he wanted to 
thank him for pulling him 
out of the battlefield,” adds 
Young. 

Young talked with anoth¬ 
er Nova Scotian who rose 
from ordinary seaman to 
lieutenant commander in 
an astonishing 26-year ca¬ 


reer. 

It’s stories like these that 
Young is collecting on his 
online video project. The 
history buff has been travel¬ 
ling coast-to-coast across 
Canada to record veteran’s 
stories. He was in Halifax 
last week. 

The videos will be posted 
at Friendsofveterans.ca on 
Dec. 1. 

Young, 47, is asking stu¬ 
dents and teachers to help 
out by filming the veterans 
that come to speak to them 
for Remembrance Day. 

The footage should be 
turned into a “flashy” five- 
minute clip for the Video-a- 
Veteran contest, and the 
winner will get a trip to 
Holland. 

“People from the Mar¬ 
itime s should have a lot of 
pride in the war veterans 
that you have,” Young said 
on the phone yesterday. 
“There’s a very rich history 
and the young people we 
are trying to encourage 


should be impressed with 
their contribution during 
World War Two and Ko¬ 
rea.” 

The project includes vet¬ 


erans of all Canadian wars, 
including Somalia and 
Afghanistan, but Young is 
focusing on Korea and 
World War Two first.

“You want to stay away 
from all those things that 
are going into your skin, 
your dorm room, your lock¬ 
er,” Nestor said. 


Strong fall jitters may be warning sign of bullying

Heading back to school 
can inspire the usual cho¬ 
rus of complaints from 
some kids, but if your 
child is showing unusual 
pangs of anxiety there is 
a chance they are worried 
about a bully. 

“What parents can be do¬ 
ing is looking at their kids 
for signs. If the child has a 
lot of anxiety over heading 


back to school, it could be 
because there was an inci¬ 
dent at the end of last year,” 
says Stu Auty, president of 
the Canadian Safe Schools 
Network. 

Auty stresses the impor¬ 
tance of communicating 
with your child in order to 
root out the source of their 
anxiety. If there was a bully¬ 
ing incident during the pre¬ 
vious year, he suggests par¬ 
ents get together with the 
teacher as early as possible. 

“It’s very important for a 


student to have a smooth 
transition into the begin¬ 
ning of the school year.” 

By keeping open lines of 
communication, parents 
can monitor any potential 
incidents without being too 
intrusive. 

“It’s a fine balance,” says 
Auty, adding parents can’t 
control if incidents occur, 
but can help smooth the 
way. Other signs Auty says 
to watch out for include an 
unexpected change of 
friends or behaviour, and if 


the child is faking illness to 
get out of school. 

It is also important to re¬ 
member that modem inci¬ 
dents of bullying are not re¬ 
stricted to the playground. 
Cyber bullying has become 
a common occurrence, and 
Auty says it’s up to parents 
to have an understanding of 
what’s happening. 

It’s a sentiment Faye 
Mishna, associate dean of 
research at the University of 
Toronto’s faculty of social 
work, shares. 


Mishna says kids often 
hide incidents of cyber bul¬ 
lying from their parents be¬ 
cause they are scared of 
what might happen. 

“One, they are scared that 
they are going to lose their 
Internet privileges, and 
two, they are using their 
cellphone at school — well, 
they are not supposed to be 
using their cellphone at 
school. So they think they 
are going to get in trouble,” 
explains Mishna. 

She says it’s important 


for parents to minimize 
damages by not focusing 
on the fact that their child 
may have broken the rules. 

“Don’t take the Internet 
away because that is your 
kid’s entire social life.” 

When it comes to online 
access, Mishna says moni¬ 
toring which sites your 
child visits is not enough. 
Like Auty, she stresses the 
importance of communi¬ 
cating in order to stay on 
top of any potential inci¬ 
dents.

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1-1/2 cups (375 mL) Cor 
Flakes or Rice Krispies type 
cereal 

• 1 cup (250 mL) quick 
cooking oats (not instant) 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) diced 
dried apricots 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) raisins 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) 
butter 


• 1/4 cup (60 mL) brown 
sugar 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) liquid 
honey 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) grated or¬ 
ange peel 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) vanilla 

METHOD: 

Line a 9-inch (23 cm) 
square baking pan with a 
parchment paper sling 
(ends hanging over to 
make it easy to remove). 
Lightly oil or spray ends 
that do not have paper. 

In a large bowl, combine 
cereal, oats, apricots and 
raisins. 

In a small saucepan, com¬ 
bine butter, brown sugar 
and honey. Over medium 
heat, bring to a boil, stir¬ 
ring frequently. Boil 1 
minute, stirring often. Re¬ 
move from heat, stir in or¬ 
ange peel and vanilla. 

Pour over cereal mixture 
and stir well to thoroughly 
combine. Press evenly and 
firmly into prepared pan. 
Refrigerate to firm up. 

Better Brown Bagging: 

• The midday meal should 
meet 1/3 of your children’s 
daily nutritional needs. In¬ 
clude at least one food 

from 


each of the four food 
groups in their lunch box: 
Fruit and vegetables, 
grains, dairy products, 
meat and meat substitutes. 
Including the four food 
groups not only provides 
healthy meals, but adds 
colour — just think of the 
rainbow of Canada's Food 
Guide to Healthy Eating. 

• Keep lunch staples on 
hand in your refrigerator 
and pantry: Fruit juices, 
tomato cocktails, canned 
fruit, fruit compotes, cere¬ 
al bars, cheese sticks, dried 
fruit, yogurts, individually 
packed carrots and fruit, 
etc. Have your children 
prepare the lunches with 
you. They will pack pre¬ 
ferred foods and are less 
likely to trade or toss if 
they have invested the 
time. 

• Buy re-usable containers 
— sturdy lunch bags and 
boxes are available now in 
a fun range of colours. In¬ 
clude fingertip ‘wipes’ or a 
damp cloth in a sealable 
bag. Wrap your sandwich¬ 
es in parchment paper — 
it’s a sturdy wrap and can 
be recycled into the green 
bin.

MacDonald support is 
without question strong in 
Nova Scotia, but it exists 
well outside the province, 
too.
